complete list of names of criminals, 
their photographa, description and  re- 
cords would be kept.

The noted chemist and bacteriologist. 
Dr. Kuhn, of Paris, in an address de- 
livered before the London mecting of 
the Society of Chemical Industry, gavo | 
the results of tne Jong series of experi- 
ments which he has conducted on the 
sterilization of alimentary | 
liquids. The use of antiseptics he re- | 
jects, since the chemical substance 
necessary to destroy germ life becomes | 
dangerous when taken into the stomach. 
His method is to use heat for steriliza- 
tion, but only sufticient to bring about 
the destruction of living organisms. 
As soon as this result is achieved 
rapid cooling takes place, and the 
liquid must not be allowed to cool 
gradually, as the intermediate tem- 
peratures are harmful, The heat 
must also be equally distributed, as 
overheating of avy part affects the 
flavor and brilliancy by coagulating 
and precipitating the nitrogenous albu-

Mow a Fish Comes to the Surface. 

A curious physiological discovery has 
been made in the past year by Prof. 
Bohr, of Copenhagen, in regard to the 
mode of storage by which a fish accumu- 
enin the air that dis- 
tends the swimming or air bladder.

How the Millions of the Croceus-Like 
Bonanza Kings Have Dwindled. 
While the accumulation of wealth in 
the hands of a few is an evil that should 
be vigorously combated, there are not 
lacking indications that it contains 
within itself the seeds of its own de- 
struction. Families like the Astors that 
fasten themselves like abelones on a 
single spot and suck out the resources 
of a community from generation to 
generation, are happily rare, and the 
conditions that permit them to subsist 
may be easily altered by legislation. 
The difficulty of maintaining great 


ingly illustrated in San Francisco. 

A few years ago, among many large 
accumulations of wealth in this town, 
one stupendous fortunes stood con- 
fpicuously pre-eminent—the four rail- 
road fortunes of Flood, O'Brien, Mac- 
kay and Fair. The wildest ideas pre- 
led concerning the size of these 
hoards. Stanford and Huntington were 
commonly supposed to be worth at least 
$100,000,000 apiece. At one time Mac- 
kay was the richest man in the 
world and his wealth was figured as 
high as $600,000,000. The estimate was 
based on the reasonable idea of taking 
the dividends on his mining stocks as 
the interest on a capital suflicient to 


produce such returns at ordinary rates, |

They had not been long 
erected when several of them were 
struck by lightning and thrown down, 
or at best, greatly daaasel by the bolt, 
This was evidently the work of the devil 
who was well known to be the “ Prince 
of the Power of the Air,’ and the lead- 
ing ecclesinatiis put thelr heads together 
In an effort to ciroumyent the evil one 
and preserye the churches Intact.

He was dip- 
loratic and discussed various phases of 
the subject, Then he didu't koow thata 
grant cf that kind would be legal but he 
would look into it. Ottawa’s Qouncil 
had given only one tenth of the anount 
subscribed. They had done that by 
supplying the extra lighting. He did not 
think that the best way to get the money 
was to getit from the Quuncil, He pro~ 
mised his personal support of the scheme. 
and thought the hotel keep:rs ahould 
subscribe $1000. 

W. W. Power was called upon. He 
promised the support of the hotelkeepers. 

Mr. Brows and Mr. Armstrong spoke 
briefly. Then a resolution favoring the 
continuance of the scheme was adopted, 
and upon the suggestion of Col, Lazier 
the following committee was appcinted :

A Toronto Man Arrested for 
Wife Murdor. 


TRIED FIRE TO HIDE HIS CRIME 


A.A. Dicks of Brockton Charged With 


rresponding With That of 
the Woman fosured ? 


Toronto, March 7, —Arthur A. Dicks, 
upbolsterer, aged 85 yours, wan lnat 
night arrested on the charge of  mur- 
Goring hia wife, Mary Dicks, on 
Saturday, Dicks waa taken in charge by 
Detective Vorney at his now home, 1164 
College-stroet, at about & o'clock, and 
locked up in No, 6 Station. 

The Crown believe that ho deliberately 
murdered Mary Dicks for her insurance, 
and then eet fire to hia house to conceal 
bis crim. ‘ ‘ 

The facta of the caro have been pub: 
Ushed hitherto, and are briclly thoae: 

At 1.50 o'clock on Saturday morning 
last the home of the Dicks’ family, at 
220 St. Helen's-avenue, was damaged 
by fire, Dicks oscaped with his five 
children, and vtatod that his wife bad 
started down the rtairway with a lamp, 
had fallen dd her reacue waa impounible. 
In the morning the charred remaina of 
& Woman were discovered in tho very 
midst of the hottest part of tho blaze, 
With o ehattered lamp some distance off, 

It subsequontly transpired that Mi 
Dicks’ life was insured for $19,000, din- 
tributed na follows: Sun $10,000, Cove- 
naut Mutual $5000, Home Circle $8000, 
Chosen Friends $1000, and that the 
rieoner was inwured for $27,000, an 
lollowe: Sun $16,000, Covenant Mutual, 
$5000, Home Life $2000, Chowwn Friends 
$2000, Home Circle $3000, 

As Dicks wos o man of small means 
om! had exhawted bie last dollar iv 
paying premiums for one year, the exist: 
ence of so much insurance Waa in Iiteell 
o suspicious circumstance, Theso facts 
were brought out at the coroner's in- 
quest, and a reporter mado the addi- 
tional discovery that on or ut the 
time that all this jusuranee wae put on, 
namely, January, 1894, $80,000 addi- 
tional insurance was applied for by Mrs. 
Dicks in tho Equitable Life and New 
York Life, nad refnsed. 

A premium of $184 was paid by Mra. 
Dicka to the Sun Life on the afternoon 
immediately preoeding her death, Mra. 
Dickn also bad made a will a week 
before, leaving her money to her children, 


with her husband an traatee of the funda, 
AGACD WO Urewi tacts commt” Van Alkane ew 
restorday made by Détective Vorey, 
it the fire at 220 St. Helens avenue 
won tho result of deliberate jncondiar- 
ism. Nor was thie Dicke’ only fire; four 
times haa be been burned out undorsus- 
picious circumstances, each time sure 
ing goodly sums for property burned, 
‘The Crown ia acting on the theory that 
Dicka killed hin wife immediately after 
the evening meal, aa her stomach on ex- 
amination is said to have been found full 
of food, recently eaten, indicative of ao 
heavy meal of meat, potatoes, celory and 
pickles. As Dicks swore at the coroner's 
inquest that to kis knowledge his wife 
ate nothing later than 7 o'clock, the 
story that she died at 1.80 a.m. will 
be one point in the Investigatio 
The darkest mystery in connection 
with the arrest and alleged crime is 
the fact that the chief means of identi- 
fying the body of Mrs. Dicks, a goitre 
on the neck, doos not exist on the re- 
mains found, although that portion of 
tho body is intact. All the clothing of 
the woman ia missing. It may tran- 
spire that Mrs. Dicks is atill alive and 
in hiding, and that some unknown wo- 
man has been done to death for pur- 
pores of fraud and robbery. 


A Five Ga! an of Coal Of1 Placed 
Where It Would Do Its Work. 

Detective Verney was detailed to the 

case yesterday, aud made a thorough in- 
spection of the premises in which the 
tragedy took place, The furnace from 
which the fire is claimed to have origin- 
ated was most closcly exumined, and a 
discovery made which led to Cicks® ar- 
wt o Sow hours after. 
(ho furnace was found to be a “Novel- 
." In order to admit its erection in 
the aballow cellar it was necessary to 
sink it to the depth if 18 inches below 
the basement floor. Despite this precau- 
tion,the hot-air pipesjof which there were 
five, leading to different parts of the 
house, are quite close to the floor above. 
Though the might of the ifre was a cold 
one, the dampers, in two of the three 
pipes yet intact, are turned to prevent 
the heat from eutering the living apart- 
ments, 

Tightly jammed in between one of theac 

t-air pipes and the floor immediately 
above waa found a fjvo-gallon coal oil 
can. Though the floor was burnt al- 
most cutirely away ot this point, from 
the condition of this can and the position 
in which it was found it scomed almost 
impossible that it could have 
fallen from the shop above after the 
floor had beon burned away, 

It had evidently been placed there with 
malice aforothought. 

That the can had contained oil waa per- 
ceptible from tho atrenks which indicat« 
ed where it had escaped from the uncork- 
ed mouth, and ran, burning a it went, 
over the nidew of the can, and the pipe 
apon which it lay. The can reated mid- 
Way between where the pipo lelt the fur- 
nace aud where it entered the register, 
and was turned with the mouth towards 
the furnace, The ojl would escape from 
it and following the hot-air pipes lead 
the fire towards the register. 

A curious coincidence iw that the floor 
above the furnace was burned only direct 
ly over the pipe upon which the can lay. 
When tho body waa found by the firemon 
the head waa withiu .wo foo of thb re> 
glater. 


The tragimenta of the lamp Wieh Mra, 
Dicks ia sald to have boon carrying Whe 
she foll were picked up half way up the 
stairway, and some distance fram whore , 
the body, lay.

Closes To-Day. 


INTERFERENCE 18 DANGEROUS. 


Tho Manitoba Achool Act of "#4, Amending 


Was Justified to Wiping Them Ont 
Ottawa, Ont., March 7.—At yoaterday's 


‘mesting of the Cabiot, held fn the 
Council Chamber after the public pro~ 
ceedings in the Railway Committes

THE SCHOOL APPEAL 
—- 
McCarthy Concludes Argument and 
Mr. Ewart Begins His Keply. 


The Privy Council waa engaged all doy 
fn listening to the argument in the Mani- 
toba school appeals. Mr. McCarthy held 
the floor until about 3.80, and then Mr, 
Ewart rose to reply, Hoe had not com- 
pleted his argument when the hour of 
adjournment arrived, Replying to o 
Pent by Hon. Mr. Ouimet, Mr, Me- 
arthy defined national echools as those 
common to all people of the country. If 
everybody in Cunada professed the same 
religion national echoola could also be 
denominntional schools, 
Sir C. H. Topper: Are you {n favor of 
exclusion of religion from all schools? 
Mr, McCarthy: No, and the Manitoba 
Government does not want to drive re- 
ligion entirely from tho echools. 
Mr. Dickey : It is, therefore, a question 
of degree, 

Mr. McCarthy: The question ia this, 
Ought the echoola to be under the con- 
trol of the state or church 7? The posi- 
tion sought by Manitoba was the same 
fe that which oxiated in Now Brunawick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island, where the Public schools 
exist It was not fanaticism which 
had led Manitoba to adopt the Act of 
1890. The Liberal party of ‘the Pro- 
vinee, oxcept Mr. Fisher, were unanimous- 
ly in favor of that act, and Mr, Fisher 
must have been poisoned by his partuer 
Ewart, 
Mr. Angers: Is everybody poisoned who 
changes bis views? 

Mr. McCarthy: It depends on what 
the change is, Proceeding, he cited the 
platform of the Conservatives in 1892, 
iu which the party declared in favor of 
® national syatem of schools if the act 
of 1890 were declared intra vires. Clear- 
ly then both parties in Manitoba were 
8 unit on the question, 

Ho then argued that Manitoba had 
good grounds for wiping out Separate 
*chools, owing to the inefficiency of the 
teaching and inferiority of the educa- 
tion given, Ninety-one French schools 
Were in existence when the law of 1890 
Was paased. Thirty-six of these, despite 
the antagoninm of the pricats, had been 
brought under the Public Sebool Act. 
With regard to the queation whether 
these echoola: wore Proteatant, he point- 
ed out that the law declared thom to be 
non-tectorian, He disputed Mr. Ewart’s 
facts and conclusions on this point. He 
filed copies of the roligioua exercises 
used in the schools previous to 1890 and 
since, Mr. 


McCarthy , then en- 
tered into a careful. comparison 
of the two seta of religious exercisnas 


What objection could there bo to the 
reading of historical portiona of the 
Bible and the gospels as now provided 
for by the regulations, Orranging . for 
the rending of a few portions-ol the Bible 
that Archbishop Lynch had nasented to 
in Ontario when ho approved the Mons 
Bible ? 

Sir Mackenzie Bowoll: Waa the Ross Bible 
to be read in separate schools? 

Mr. McCarthy: No; it was to be read 
in the public schools which were attend- 
ed by many Catholic pupils, Ho (Mr. 
McCarthy) claimed that Mr. Bwart waa 
entirely wrong, therefore, in the atate- 
ment that the achoola were sectarian. 
The object of the Manitoba Government 
Was not to promote strifé or illewill, but 
the very revorao, It wag a fact that to- 
day more than one-half tho Roman Ca- 
tholic children of Ontario. were attend- 
ing the public #chools, 37,466. childron 
being rogistered in separate and 43,707 
in public echoola, This showed that even 
ia Ontario the Catholica were not anxi 
ous for aeparate achools, In his, Mi 
Carthy’s, own county the Catholica wore 
strong enough to support rcparate 
schools, but preferred the public schools. 
He noted Mgr. Sntolli’s décialon regard 
ing Catholic children in the States nt- 
tending public schools, It wan ontabliah: 


ed by practice and precept that Roman 
Catholic 


children ould attond 
public schoola and, therefore, to 
that extent the statement of 


grievances in the potition wan upfounded. 

Mr. McCarthy, proceeding with his 
argument after recess, pointed to the de- 
feat of Mr. Fisher's rosolution in the 
Mauitoba Logisinture last week os show- 
ing the atrong feeling in favor of Public

For 25 years Mr. Mc- 
Carthy, M.P., had been practising before 
the ‘courts, in which the maxim was 
that there was no grievance without 
remedy. All that was required of the.

coming. Mr. McCarthy beld that power 
to act did uot carry with it the obli- 
gation to do so. He read the opinions 
of counsel on that point: “*The worship 
of what is called local autonomy which 
some gentlemen have become addicted 
to, Is fraught, I venture to say, with 
great evil to this Dominion. Our allo- 
giauce is due to the Dominion of Canada, 
The separation into proyinees, the right 
of local self-government which we pos- 
seas, is not to make us less citizens of 
the Dominion, is not to make ua 
of statute labor payable in certain o - 
leas anxious for the promotion of the 
Welfare of the Dominion, and it is not 
argument to say that because a certain 
piece of legislation is within the power

It was an action 
brought by Prof. Swayza late of the 
Belleville Musiness College to recover $941 
as wages alleged to be due him as writing 
master.

The leoture of yoaterday waa on “beds 
and bedmaking™ aod by way of iotroduc- 
tion Miss Gordon apoke fora few minues 
onthe du { the ourse. She sad : 
* In undertaking the care ofa siok person 
especially if it be a long and painful illness 
all your powers of evduranoa, tact, skill, 
perieverenoe, intelligenos, vigilenace and 
opmmon sense, and espectally the lattor 
will be called into requimtion, A ourse 
bas three duties to perform, her duty to 
heraclf, her duty to the physician and hor 
duty to the patient. To yourself you owe 
proper food, proper rest, a certain amount 
of exercise aod recreation, for without 
such it would be impossible for your own 
strength and good temper to hold our, 
To the physician you owe the most abso- 
lute obedience avd carrying out of his 
directions received. Of course nearly all 
orders are conditional and circumstances 
may occasionally arise when it would not 
be adviseable to carryout an order just 
atthe time prescribed. But only the 
most positive aud evident roasons justify 
aoy departure from inatructions, What 
ever physician you nee fit to employ have 
entire confidence in his skill and judge 


il results, resulting ea) 

ment o} viation from orders that ho is 
totally ignorant of. Be candid and 
and wutbful with the doctor, if a 
mistake has becn made or an order for- 
gotten be sure end notify him as soon as 
It is the doctor who has to bear 
the responsibility of the patien’. And over 
boar in mind that you can be of the great- 
est use by our obedience, candor and im- 
plicitly carrying out his instructions. 

“Now as to the sick one, he of course 
should bo your first cire, and your first 
consideration. You mustever be oo the 
alert to minister «o aod anticipate his 
many wants, Asa rule what ver tends to; 
keep the invalid quist and contented is 
good for him. . 
Aycid excitement on all occasions. Ae 
far as pousible let everything Reps to the 
patient to bo moving smoothly, Don't 
worry or bother himon any account, | 
Ifhbe is inclined to be fretiul learn to 
think for him. Anticipate his wante and 
and do not call on him for decisions, even | 
of small mattora, bu. decide for him, 
When there is coubt in your mind ocon- 
sult the doctor and notthe patint, 
No two sick persons are al.ka aad it is 
by no me na the greatest sufferers who 
make the heaviest demands upon a nurse, 
but there are points essential in all cas-s 
and two of the principal ones are cleanli- 
ness and a well made and well kept bed. 
Of cleanlinoss more hereafter.” 

Taking up the specific theme of the 
afternoon, Miss Gordon told them to 
eschew leather beds, Ifthey could not 
have a mattress, a straw tick was the next 
best, or failing that a corn tick. 4n iron 
bedsted should be used instead of wood 
and ifthey had not the regular hospital 
cot that could be raised and lowered, they 
should,to save the nurse as much stooping 
as possible, raise the bed on bricks or 
blocks. 

Miss Gordon witha ourse then went 
through the whole work of making a bed 
and of changing it with a patient in it 
without exposing the patient. Each one 
of the ladies did this also. 

This concluded the lecture and everyone 
present declared herself to have bseo 
thoro ghly pleased ard instructed.

The various physicians summoned by 
the prosecution met Inst night and com- 
pared notes, and unanimously agreed that 
the wounds on the head of young Hen- 
dershott were not occasioned by blows 
from the blunt and sharp edge of an 
ax, but the flat wide of av nx, the jagged 
wounds on the side of the head being 
ocennioned by the sharp edges of the 
wen pon. 

The defence will make no effort 
prove that Hendershott was killed by 
the trank of the tree, the doctor for 
the defence, even, holding that such a 
theory ir untennble, They will, how- 
ever, try to show that some of the 
branches of the tree might have caused 
the wounds. The Crown witnesses once 
more examined the head Saturday aight, 
and will swear positively that the 
branches could not hare caused the 
wounds, 

It in expected that the head of de- 
ceased, which has been preserved in al- 
cohol, will be bronght into court on 
Monday, The effect of this on the two 
prisoners will be watched with inter- 
est, Hendershott, whose iron nerve has 
been remarked on ever since the trial 
opened, wenkened Saturday, and cvi- 
dently feels that his Hfe is in as much 
jeopardy ns his younger tool, Should 
the verdict be guilty, there is every 
reason to believe that a dramatic 
scene will fésult, and Welter notions 
in the doek show ,.a¢ Hs has lost 
the loyalty that he entertained to- 
wards bia alleged companion in guilt, 
aod it js belioved that he will stand 
up in the dock belore sentence ts pro- 
nounced and relate in detail the wholo 
story of the tragedy. 

Mr. Osler, shortly after the opening of 
the proceedings on Saturday, an- 
nounce that he intended to 
call certain lady witnesses to- 
day for cogent and sufficient reasons. 
These witnesses were Mrs. M. Griffin of 
Gravesend, who saw blood on Welter's 
face when he arrived at the houso of 
Charles Welter the day of the tragedy, 
and two first cousins of Hendershott— 
Mre. Emily McConnell of Ioger- 
soll and Mre, Aon French of 
Putoom, to whom Hendershott 
made admissions with respect to 
inaurance aud the removal of nome person 
whom he intended to insure, Their evi- 
dence was taken and proved most import- 
ant. 

The earlier part of the day waa taken 
up with the production of corroborative 
evidence ne to the fallon tree and its 
surroundings at the time of the tragedy. 
Walter Wardell spoke of the great quan- 
tity of blood at the crotch of the tree. 
He also had seen the imprint of a bloody 
finger on a beech sapling near the butt 
of the tree, and on au old stump 48 
feet from the etump of the cut tree. 

Neil Campbell, the man who found the 
blood-stained ax concealed under the 
root of a tree, identified the weapon pro- 
duced, 

Henry Cane, who waa préaont when the 
ox waa found, compared the chopping 
on the akid of the tree with a chopping 
he made with the ax, and found them 
exactly similar, There was a votch in 
the binde of tho ax, which was dis- 
corpible in both choppings, His testi 
mony sntiafied the jury that the ax was 
une d felling the tree under which Welr 
tor was lying.

Goethe and Revolutions, 

Goothe's wide grasp of the physical 
researches of the day, and his intense in- 
terest in scientific progress, was kept up 
to the last.

It was tho lstof August, 1880, Tho 
news of the French Revolution had 
reached Welmar that morning, and all 
was in commotion, On entering Goethe's 
room, his secretary, M. Soret, was 
accosted with tho exclamation, ‘Now, 
what do you think of this great event 7’ 
| “A frightful story,” answered Soret, 


“but with such a Ministry what was to 
be expected but the expulsion of the 
royal family?’ ‘We do not appear to 
understand each other, said Goethe,ever 
indifferent to politics, even when boiling 
into revolution; "l amy speaking of thy 
contest 80 important for science between 
Cuvier and Geoffroy St. Hilaire; which 
has come to an open rupture in the 
Academy.” 

Goethe, it must be remembered, con- 
sidered the question at issue as a matter 
of the greatest importance to the futuro 
of the science, Hs was greatly rejoiced 
ayer the fact that the youthful physicist 
St. Hilaire had shown himself so power- 
fyl an ally of his own fixed idea of tho 

anner of looking at nature,

The land tax is a continual grievance, 
The peasant severed from his feudal 
Jord ascerts that the land is his own, and 


for it, call them by what name men 
will. An assessment of value every five 
years was promised, which has not been 
made, though the tax has been reduced 
and its proportion to the tofal revenue of 
the country is much lower than former- 
ly. It is also pleaded that the railwaya 
now in progress will alter the value of 
property in many places, and that a re- 
fusessment cannot be fairly made till the 
main lines are completed. 

In Mitford's ‘Tales of Old Japan” is 
related the story of Sakura, who met 
his death in the seventeenth century by 
bis resolution in bringing before the 
Shogun in person the grievances of his 
fellow-agriculturists, oppressed hy their 
feudal lord. Unable to obtain redress 
from any subordinate authority, he con- 
cealed himself beneath a bridge over 
which the Shogun’s procession must 
inevitably pass, and, climbing out at the 
crucial moment, thrast his memorial at 
the end of a bamboo stick into the dic- 
tator’s litter. This was a capital offence, 
and even-handed justice punished the 
oppressors, but executed the complain- 
ant.

The o Weod are Bronght From 


Eurepe aad They are ihe Beat, 


“1 wonder how many of the men who 
come In here and use these orange-wood 
toothpicks,” sald a man in an aptown 
hotel, “know where they come from and 
how they are made 7 They are made by 
the cleworest whittlers in the world, ard 
every ono of ther Ia of hand manufac 
ture, ‘The peasants in Spain and Porte 
gal make them, and they first found 
thelr way into this country through the 
medium of steamship officers: It In 
fact that hotels in all parts of this coun- 
try are using these orange-wood slivers 
now In preference to either quills or the 
old-fashioned toothpicks, and the de- 
mand for them here haa been a perfect 
godsend to the peasants who make them 
on the other side. 

“A year or so T wan in Spain and saw 
the peasants making them. ‘They could 
turn. one out with three slashes of the 
wnife, and it was their custom to do 
therm up In packagesof twenty and nell 
them to tourists and ateamslilp officers 
for the equivalont of 1 cent of our 
money. At that time the peasants made 
them in thelf lelaure moments, but now 
Tam told many peasants make their liv 
ing thanufacturing tootipicks, You see 
the demand for them has increased to 
puch an extent that the peasants can 
roll all they can make, The’ steamship 
oMcors nell them here at & profit of 
about a cent on each package, which 
amounts to considerable When a large 
number are sold 

‘A peculiar phase of the matter In that 
not a cent of duty is asked for or paid 
on them, hoy were formerly received 
in such small quantities that no atten- 
tion was paid to them, and the steam 
nhip officers are etill able to get them 
in free, because toothpicks are the last 
things customs oMcers are looking for 
And as toothpicks they are really ex 
cellent, ,They are strona and flexible,

SCIENCE GOSSIP, 


A ‘evel Plan for Lighting 


Lamps, 


Dr. G. Heckert, of Munich, haa de- 
yised a plan for lighting ape tame 
from the outside, without opening the 
lamp ; tho resulta belng to economize in 
flashlight gas, to enable the lamps to 
be lit ina storm,’ to shut off the main 
stop-cock, to light Welsbach lamps with- 
out explosion, and to prevent the cast. 
ing of shadows, The main pipe com- 
municates with a kindling pipe, which 
at ono end comes to the outside of the 
lantern and at the. other gocs to the 
burner, This kindling pipe is bored 
with fine holes, which ake a row of 
flying flames, which lead from the out. 
sido to the burner. The main pipe and 
{ts connections, with the stop-cock, are 
divided so as to enable gas to be sup- 
plied to the kindling plpe and burner, 
and then to. the alone. Tho 
lighting ia done with an ordinary rod- 
lamp, provided with an aperture at ite 
end which receives the lower ond of the 
kindling tube., When the lamplighter's 
pole ia slipped into position, wind bas 
no effect on tho kindling operation ; and 
the apparatus {a so contrived that while 
the lamp is burning in the ordinary 
way no guste of air can got in Ybrowgh 
tho aperture by which the kindilig tube 
emerges trom the lantern

ity. There is nothing about this line 
of the newnesn and provisional aspects 
which distinguish American lines, not 
even excepting some parts of the Can- 
ada Pacific railroad. The track is al- 
ready ballasted as far as Usauri, about 
186 miles; ateel bridges span the minor 
ntreams ; substantial stations, elther of 
stone or decorated wood, with well-kept 
buffets at fixed distances, successfully 
compete as to stability and appearance 
with those on our own branch lines, 
The tank-houses are of hewn stone, The 
hounes for the employees, besides being 
decorative, are most substantial, being 
built of logs and coment, painted with 
fiye coats of paint. Culverts and retain- 
Ing walls are of solid masonry ; tele- 
«raph wires accompany the road, which 
is worked strictly on the block system. 
ane crossings are well laid and protect- 
ed. 

The mepoct of solidity and permanence 
is remarkable. Even the temporary 
bridge here over the Ussuri, 1,050 feet 
in length—a trestle bridge of heavy 
timber to resist the impact of the ice—~ 
is so solid and massive as to make the 
great steel bridge, the granite plera for 
which are already built, appear a work 
of supererogation. Up to this point 


there are no severe cuttings or ém- 


bankments, and the gradients are easy, 
The cost of construction 1s 50,000 rublea 
(a ruble now equals a dollar) per verat 
(3,500 feet). This includes rolling stock, 
stations, etc., and all the bridges except 
those over the Amur, Yenesel, etc, The 
Amur bridge is to cost 8,000,000 rubles. 
Convict labor has been abandoned, nnd 
Chinese act the part of nayvies, earn- 
ing about 80 cents a day, The work is 
to go on throughout the winter, and at 
this moment about $00 men are working 
here in o severe snow-storm. 

The line as far as Nikolskoye, 108 
versts, was opened thirteen months 
ago, and earned within a year 280,000 
rubles. The last 103 versts have only 
been open elght weeks, and speed 1s 
“ gtrictly limited '"' averaging nine miles 
an hour, Engines and waggons are now 
running fifty versts further than Us- 
suri, and this distance will be veady 
for traffic in March. At present 227 
versts are open.—Mrs. Bishop In St. 
James’ Gazette.

The Engine-Room of qu Ocean *Flyer# 


Let us look now into the engine-room, 
the real heart of the vessel, where all 
the steam brought from the nine huge 
boilers hurls {itself against the pistons 
fn six huge cylinders, three to turn the 
propeller on the port side, three to turn 
the one on the starboard side. Of these 
three pairs of cylinders, the first pair 
are 40 inches in diameter, and work a 
pressure of 11 atmospheres. The second 
pair are 67 inches in diameter, with a 
pressure of 4 atmospheres. The third 
pair are low pressure cylinder, 106 
{oches in diameter, with one atmos- 
phere pressure, and a vacuum equal In 
working power to one atmosphere. 
Many visits are necessary to the engine- 
room before one becomes familiar 
enough with the place to appreciate Its 
marvels, The first effect is merely 
stunning. One understands nothing, 
fails to trace any sequence of cause and 
effect, and only recognizes a stupend- 
ous turning of giant cranks, a piling up 
of enormous massen of metal all bright 
and olly, a wilderness of immeuge steel 
stanchions, levers and cylinders, Kreat 
wheels, great curving pipes, great pia- 
tons, the whole weighing hundreds of 
tons, and all apparently turning and 
pounding without beginning or end.

THE PYRAMIOS OF EGYPT, 
How Were They Reared and How Was 
the Material Gathered. 

The pyramids of Egypt, for long and 
to this day included among the world's 
wonders, are to be regarded as marvel- 
lous triumphs of mechanfeal skill.

When they are just appearing harrow 
well and wait again. q the time corn 
irae arrives the weeds will haye 
been well thinned out. After the crop 
is planted the cultivator and wheel hoo, 
or even the hand hoe, may be relied 
upon to keep thorn down if the work is 
done when the weeds arey ing Never 
let one weed produce . Some 
varieties produce millions of seeds from 
asingle plant, hence every weed killed 
means less labor the succeeding year. 
It may entail a heavy expenso to en- 
deavor to destroy all the weeds, but the 
expense the next season will be more 
than reduced correspondingly.

Lifeboat Propelted by Pumps. 


While thy propulsion of boats by jots 
of water thrown from them to the rear 
or to the front may not he economical 
wider ordinary conditions, thas prove t 
dvcidodly satisfactory in lifeboat sor 
view, whore scrow propellers and paddle 
wheels are alike inadmissible. ‘Thy 
first boat of this sort has been in service 
at Harwich, Eng., for three years, and 
ducing that time she has bew 
fventy eight tim 
one lives Her success has led to the 
construction of n second boat on the 
saine general style, for which the plang 
wore prepared by the eminent yache de. 
signer, C. L. Watson, who is trving to 
lay down tines for a cutter to take back 
the Quven's cup to Eughind, Tho new 
lifeboat is 53 feot long, 16 feet in the 
boam, and basa depth of bf feet, Stearn 
is raised in a multitubular boiler ant ix 
piped to a compound engine of 225 1 
dicated horae-power, driving two c 
fural pumps, one on each side of the 
boat. These pumps draw their supply 
of water from an inlet directly below 
the center of the boat, aud arranged so 
that they can throw powortul 
ahead, back or to vitheor side, there boing 
six portsinall, The boatis ealled the 
City of Glasgow, and has been stationed 
at Harwich in place of the former boat, 
which has been sent to New Brighton, 
On some recent trials it was found that 
by mexns of one of the stern jots alone, 


Without rudder, the boat could be turn: ; 


ed in she open sea in a little over five 
minutes, while, with both stern jots in 
operation, the boat could be turned 
with the rudder in abouta minute and 
a half. While going ahead at full 
speed she can bo brought to a dowd stop 
and started astern in twenty seconde.

The visitors went thence to Misedosa 
where there was & mixed band of Indians, 
They were driven by the missionaries and 
on the way they were wet to the skin by a 
heavy storm, when they got to the mis- 
sionaries house expectiog warmth ani dry 
clothes they founa the hoose floooded by 
the storm and tho fires out. Alter the 
fires had been kindled they had to dry 
themselves by turning first one side then 
the other to the Gre. This was an illus- 
tration of tne hardships of Indian mission 
life. These Indiana had beea opposed to 
Mr. Wright's coming amongst them but 
in thirteen months he haa becom» their 
trusted friend and adviser, Mrs, Harvey 
told of the degredation of the Iadian 
women to whom the introduction of 
Christianity meant the ace.ssion to do- 
mestic rignts and privileges. At every 
mission station they found somsthing new, 
somo other feature of the work illustrated.

After mentioning the varlous trees 

that have winged seeds euch as the 

ash, maple, ¢ Prof, , Muller of 


Vienna goes on to dexcribe n pocullarly 
resting plant belonging to thin class 
‘rose of Jerich He suys 
“The spherical plant, resembling a 
bird's nest, in the fore ero 
so-called ‘rone of Jericho a 
Helrochuntia) belonging to the family 
of Cruciferate, When the plant Ap 
prone maturity it forms, by the 
bending of ite branches, a spherical ball 
that carries the fruit within. Now the 
dying mother plant tm ready for ite 
Journey over the desert. When with the 
help of the wind it haw become de- 
tached from the ground it Is rolled about 
in the storm, hopping and springing 
over the earth, now leaping over some 
rock that protrudes from the sea of 
mand, now over the bleaching skeleton | 
of nome unlucky wanderer of the desert, 
all the time strowing ite seeds far and 
wide. 
There are also many plant« whose 
sceds, by means of mechanical devices, 
Gre hurled forth from the plant, as in 
the oxalis family, the geranium and 
many others, Such seeds, however, can 
travel only short distances, and that im 
the reason why we almost Heo 
the plants growing singly, but in groups 
together. Sul, sometimes they are car- 
ried to great distances by paasing anl- 
mals, and also by flowing water, 
“There is @ large number of plants 
whore seeds are carried Jn the stomachs 
of animals and so make long journeys. 
| Water also plays a great part in the 

latribution of plants, and in the case 
| of newly-formed islands it plays the 
| principal part, 

“Who has not, on an autumn walk 

| through wood,and fleld, brought home 

these little hangers'on clinging to his 
clothes, or been obliged angrily to free 
himself from the troublesome obstruc- 
ions while still on the road. Unwit- 
tingly he has thus aided in the dintribu- 
tion of these plants, and, equally unwit- 
tingly, animals carry the seed in their 
fur and birds bear them on thelr feath- 
ers, whence they nre sooner or later dis- 
lodged. The skill shown by nature in 
the matter i truly remarkable. These 
Plants are mostly troublesome weeds 
which one would rather see decay and 
perish, but nature makes use of us 
against our wills to serve for their prop- 
ogation. We are like that strict pro- 
fessor, who, to see that there should be 
no cheating In a written examination, 
went about from scholar to scholar and 
thereby unwittigly aided them to cheat, 
for he carried about with him a placard 
bearing the answers to all the ques- 
tions, which some sly scapeboat had 
pinned to his coat tala. 

“In this connection, the interesting 
fact should be stated that very many 
plants whoue fruits serve to nourish 
neither man nor beast, have these de- 
vices for securing the distribution of 
their seeds, In the case of plants whose 
fruits are sought us food, this very fact 
is sufficient security that the seeds will 
be properly distributed.”

tea and silk, These can pay high freight 
rates, and they will undoubtedly be 
shipped by ral, 

There are now tn the neighborhood of 
600,000,000 people In China, Japan and 
Core There are about 4,000,000 in Si- 
beria, and this road has the trade of 
nearly one-half the world to draw from 

It will probably make Russia a great 
manufacturing nation, and the Russian 
fron will be shipped over it to China. 
‘There ia no iron fn the world better than 
that of the Ural Mountains, and the 
Chinese are ready to pay high prices for 
good fron. Most of their tools are now 
made by hand, and they must have the 
best of raw material, At present a 
large part of the tron used in China ta 
made up of cast-off horseshoes, which 
are sent out from Europe by the ship- 
load. The Chinese make razors, knives 
and all kinds of implements out of this 
fron, and there is a great demand for 
it all over the Empire. There are great 
fron deposits at different points along 
the Trans-Siberian Railroad, and big 
factories will spring up at these points, 
The Russians are good mechanics, and 
they have vast fron works near Moscow 
and at Tula, which make as good hard- 
ware and guns as you will find any- 
where in the world, 

As the line is now planned and being 
Duillt, it is to run from Moscow rixht 
through the southern part of Siberia, 
making an almost straight ine through 
this Immense territory to the city of 
Viadivostock. It goes through rich gold 
mines, It taps vast areas of rich soil, 
and it will probably build up an empire 
in Southern Siberia, The first section 
of the road Is at the west. It begins in 
the Ural Mountains, and there is an 
army at work bullding it. The next 
tion if to run from the town of 
Omsk, on the river Obi, and the contrac- 
tors are also at work here, In the 
middle of Siberia there is another army 
laying track, and the road is being push- 
ed as fast as possible from Viadivostock 
to the west. It crosses great rivers, 
which have to be bridged, and it goes 
through some of the most wonderful 
scenery in the world. It skirts Lake 
Bikal, one of the biggest lakes in the 
world, and thé average depth of which 
is more than a mile. Near this lake 
the road passes through the mountains, 
and {It has many tunnels and stone dikes, 
The mountains are of granite, and the 
work of construction will be very dimfi- 
cult, Throughout the whole central re- 
gion and the west there is but a sparse 
population, and It is the same in the 
east.

THE BRITISH ARMY, 


More Tham 300,000 Mem Now Available 
Wor the Service, 

The oMctal returns of the strength of 
the regular British army at the close of 
1894 show that there are now rather more 
than 292,000 officers and men on the regt- 
mental rolls, and, including the first- 
class army reserve of men who have 
been thoroughly trained within very 
recent years and who are liable to be 
called upon for service at any time, 
the full strength of the regular military 
forces Is about 303,000 men, These, how- 
ever, Include the West Indian Regiment, 
the Royal Malta artillery and a few 
corps raised in other parts of the world 
for mpecial local duty, but who, of 
course, reduce the demands upon the 
ordinary troops. 

Of the 222,000 about 106,000 are quar- 
tered at home, nearly 78,000 being In 
England and Wales, 3,800 in Scotland, 
nearly 26,000 In Ireland, and the remal, 
der in the Channel Islands, a very lar, 
proportion of those in England being 
quartered In the southern parts and con- 
venient for the prompt mobilization 
of any army corps at short notice. ‘The 
colonies and Egypt take the services 
of nearly 38,000 troops, and 78,000 are In 
India and Burmah. The Egyptian gar- 
rison absorbs quite 6,000 British soldiers 
of all kinds, besides the many British 
officers who are attnched to the Khe- 
dive's forces, either to train or command 
the native levies, and in the Mediterra- 
nean, Malta has a garrison of 8,600 and 
Gibraltar one of nearly 5,000, besides the 
nmall force kept In Cyprus, Hong Kong 
has a force of about 3,500, Bermuda and 
the Straits settlements have each about 
1,500 ; Canada has only about the same 
number ; South Africa, 3,400 ; the West 
Indies, 3,000 ; Ceylon, 1,700 ; and the re- 
mainder of those troops on colonial 
duty are spread over the West Africa 
nettlements, Mauritius and St. Helena, 
Australia, containing no imperial 
troops,—Chicago Tribune. 


The Shetiavd Knitters 


‘The sphere of women In the Shetland 
Islands is well defined. The “ wee lass" 
js early taught to * hae somethin’ in her 
haand.” Her hands must be kept busy, 
and this is done by teaching her the art 
of knitting, which will more than likely 
serve as her occupation from the cradle 
to the grave, The most important work 
done by these women consists In the 
knitting of the fine shawls which take 
their name from the islands, These 
shawls are the principal articles knitted, 
but veils, different kinds of underwear, 
as well as fancy articles, are all made, 
and when “dressed,” as the cleaning 
process is called, are taken to the local 
dry goods or general merchandise store, 
when they, despite the law, are simply 
bartered for anything the merchant bas 
for sale, @ money transaction being of 
the rarest occurrence. 

Bellamy, or some others of that school, 
would do well to study the life of the 
Shetland crofter or small farmer which, 
though simple, is an Ideal one. The 
little farm produces the necessaries of 
life; the women, with thelr knitting 
procure the luxuries, and the men with 
thelr fishing pay the rent and manage 
“to Jay something by for a rainy day.”

THE BMPRESS KUGENIE AND WorTH, 

“How and when did woman's dress bo- 
come so important in an artistic sense ? 
Worth was asked somo years ago by an 
intimate friend. 

“At the beginning of the reign of Na- 
poleon 111," was the famous drossmak 
er's reply, “feminine apparel began to 
assume great importance from an artis 
tie standpoint, Crinoline had just come 
into use. There was a craze for fancy 
dress balls and the empress was a beau- 
tifulwoman. I have made costum 
many lovely women, but the empres 
was the loveliest of all. Even now she 
isa handsome woman, although quite 
recently a sufferer from a protacted ill- 
noss, It wasa genuine pleasure tomake 
dreases for her, a woman of most grace- 
ful carriage and of beautiful bust and 
shoulders. Relatives of the emperor 
first gave balls in honor of the empress, 
who reciprocated by giving a grand at- 
fair, at which she appeared as Diana in 
a costume especially designed for herby 
me. 

“I recall,” says Worth, ‘‘that it was 
very difficult to introduce costumes 
which are very popular now. What in 
those days would be called indelicate, 
are now considered quite proper. Of 
those things I had done and which some 
call remarkable, you might cite the 
making of a dross which took one hun- 
dred yards of silk, — It was in light 
glace taffetas, and bad three shades of 
purple, varsing from lilac to velyat ; 
when completed the dress looked like 
an immense bouquet of violets, having 
a skirt covered with close, full ruchings 
in threo shades,”

PERU INSURGENTS WIN. 

The Government Forces Defeated After 
Three Days’ Hard Fighting. 
Barranco, Pern, Murch 22,—The rebels 
and Government forces have been engag- 
ed in battle in Lima for three days. The 
attack by the rebelw begau early Sunday 
moruing. The rebela were commanded 
by their chief, Picrola, assisted by Dur- 
and, Ore and others. Communication 
with Lima has been cut off, and it is 
injpossible to learn the strength of cither 
force, It is known that there was a 
heavy cannon and musketry fire on Sun- 
day and Monday. Two distinct explosions 
wre beard Monday, but the place where 
they occurred is not known. There was 
& repewal of the firing at 5 o'clock 
aday moruing, and it continued for 

six hours. The fighting then ceased. 

An armistice waa arranged for 24 
hours to give an opportunity to bury 
the dead aud remove the dead horses 
from the etreets, There was danger of 
pestilence [rom the dead bodies in the 
streets, They were collected in a pile 
and buried yesterday moruing. As ® re- 
sult of three days’ fighting more than 
1500 combatants were killed and wound- 
ed ou both sides. 

Under the terms of the agreement by 
which hostilities ceased, President 
Caceres surrended the reins of < 
ment and will retire to Aucop. Nicolas 
Picrola, the leader of the revolutionists 
and formerly president, will go to

New Kerosene Flare Light, 

The “Lucal” industrial lamp for use 
fn the open alr where a large light is 
necessary has just been placed on the 
market. It is new in form and is work- 
ed on the principle of the hot blast. 
There are two tanks—a large one for 
ol), with a small one Inside for water. 
By means of an alr-pump a presure of 
seven pounds is put over the oil and 30 
pounds over the water. Round the 
fame there is a coll boller, wherein 
the water is converted into steam, 
which, after passing through the super- 
heater, goes to the nozzle, where it 
meets the oil, which it sprays and va- 
porizes at the same time. The very low 
pressuré required in the outer tanks 
makes it possible, we understand, to use 
very much Hghter material than where 
@ pregsure of 25 pounds has to be with- 
stood. The result being extreme porta- 
vility. The lamp is fitted with an ar- 
rangement for directing the flame at 
any angle, and it is claimed that the 
crudest ofl may be burned with even 
better results than are produced by 
other lamps with a more refined pro- 
duct. 


Sir Eobert Ball's Brilliant Discovery. 

An original application of photogra- 
phy to astronomy has been reported by 
Slr Robert Ball. One evening, says a 
contemporary, Sir Robert saw a peripa- 
tetle exhibitor of a telescope inviting 
the public to look at the moon, and pos-- 
sibly out of sympatby with a brother 
astronomer, he paid his half-penny, and 
was gratified by seeing a capital view of 
a full moon. The only drawback was 
that at the time only half a moon was 
shining, the satellite being in the second 
quarter. On examining the supposed 
telescope he found it was simply a tube, 
with a hole at one end for an eye-plece, 
and a phonographic transparency ofa 
ful moon with a light behind it at the 
other.

Secrets Of Glass Mokiag. v 


It is pretty generaly known that the 
curlous “aventurine’ glass of the fa- 
mous glass works at Murano, Venice, is 
a trade secret. It owes its name, it Is 
stated, to the fact that it was discov- 
ered through some brass filings having 
chanced to fall Into a pot of molten 
glass, and the process was rediscovered 
after Dr. Salvlatl revived the glass in- 
dustry at Murano. The best aventurine 
glass is a copery brown, and contains 
minute spangles of crystalline copper. 
In the opinion of Mr, H, S. Washington, 
it Is produced by melting glass and a re- 
ducing agent such as siderite, together 
with cuprous oxide, 

—— 
Early Uistory of tron Casting. 

The early history of iron casting was 
carefully discussed by Dr. L. Beck, of 
Blebrich, in a paper read by him at a 
recent meeting of the German Iron- 
founders’ Association, held in Weisbad- 
on. In 1685, says Dr. Beck, the first 
cast iron pipes were used for the water 
service of Versailles, folowed by screw~ 
ed and flanged pipes. In 1708 the 
Quaker Darby patented the system of 
box-casting, and in the following year 
started the famous Coalbrookdale foun- 
dry, which In 1780 turned out the first 
cast tron bridge. About the same time 
malleable cast iron was Invented In 
France, and was much advanced by 
Reaumur, who also perfected the porta- 
ble shaft furnaces (Schachtofen), which 
must be regarded as the forerunners of 
the Bessemer converter, and by means 
of which the casting of fron was emancl- 
pated from the blast furnace process, 
The English cupolas, first mentioned in 
1764, were of German origin ; and fresh 
impetus was given to jron-casting for 
the production of dense cast iron cylin- 
ders, by the invention of the steam en- 


gine.

The ne 
cullarity which renders exposure 
strong light Intolerable to f{l#h is fe 
they have no eyelids. If the raya of 
light had struck the globe obliquely the 
harshness of their effect would have 
beew to some extent modified, but the 
full brilliance of the lamp was brought 
close to the level with the fish, which 
had no cranny in which to screen thelr 
Hdless eyes, Sir Herbert asks: “ How 
would the guests have enjoyed thelr 
feast if the centre of the table had been 
occupied by a pillar of Hight alx fect 
high, that being the proportion to thelr 
steture which the burner bore to the 
size of the gold fish.” He believes that

A professtonal man In a 
small way of business could maintaln 
himself, his wife and his family very 
comfortably on two hundred a year;

Ex Warden Lariolette Dead. 

Montreal, March 27.—God{rol Lavio- 
lette, warden of the penitentiary of 
St. Vincent de Paul from 1851 to 1887, 
died this morning from paralysis of the 
brain at the residence of hie son, Dr. 
Camille Laviolette. He was in bis 68th 
year. He retired on bis pension in 1887, 
after the terrible ordeal be went through 
at the time of the revolt of the con- 
victs on April 24, 1886.

CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOL. 


* AN to the Katto im Which te ts 
Taken tm Great Britain 


In 1895. the consumption of beer in 
England was 32 gallons per head; in 
Scotland 16, and in Ireland 16 ; the con- 
sumption of cider in England 0.4 and 
none at all in the other two countries ; 
the consumption of spirits in England 
0.8, In Scotland 1,9, in Ireland 1; the 
consumption of wine 0.6 in England, 
0.6 in Scotland, and 0.2 in Ireland. The 
English drinkers partiality for beer 
and the Scotch and the Irish drinkers 
preference for spirits in clearly shown, 

When the amounts fre converted into 
their equivalents of alcohol, we see 
that Ireland consumes least—1.4 gal- 
Jons# per head, Scotland comen next with 
16, and England heads the lst with 
2.18 gallons of alcohol for each man, 
woman and child of the population ; 
this, by curious and undesigned coin- 
eldence, Is Just under one ounce per 
day @ head, the quantity which so many 
medical authorities assume can be safe- 
ly taken—the physiological quantity 
which the country has heard so much 
of in late years 

Children seldom touch alcohol, most 
women take little, and many men do 
not take any at all; so that the habit- 
ual consumers of alcohol, whether they 
drink to excess or not, get through 
three or four times the amount which 
the leading medical authorities aseert 
should not be exceeded.—All the Year 
Round, .

TARANTULAS, SCORPIONS AND SUCH 


Measuring Pacts VYouched for by Emi 
wont Bag Sharps, 
The Bureau of Entomology has been 


collecting some Interesting informa- 
ton lately about scorpions, centipedes 
find tarantulas, Respecting these crea- 
tires all sorts of nosensical bellefs are 
Prevalent, and trayellers who have 
Visited tropical regions disagree as to 
the’ effects of thele bit That the 
poifon of any one of the three is apt 
to be deadly has often been 4 i 
The question derives particular impor 
tance from the fact that the animal 
are constantly Imported Into this coun 
try in bunches of bananas and among 


other fraite from lower latitudes, 

Tarantulas are simply big spiders of 
the kind that build houses with trap 
door, Their bite is very severe and 
painful, the scar tasting for a long 
time, but, though {¢ produces a violent 
Inflammation for a abort time, it is 
not dangerous to life. Such, at all 


events, ia the belief of Prof. C. V. Riley. 
In regard to the centipedes, Prof, Riley 
says that its bite in warm climates is 
sometimes excessively virulent and 
painful, though at other times, oddly 
enough, the polson caurer little incon 
venlence.. That it is ever fatal ix not 
believed, 

Scorpion stings are palnful in 
deed. ‘They are dangerous In propor 
tion to th e of the animal 
and the # of irritation In which it 
Tay be. Temperature also haa an in 
fluence upon the venom, It may be 
that the sting 18 occasionally followed 
by death, but auch cases munt be very 
rare, ‘T in no doubt that the ating 
of certamm species commonly found In 
South America causes fever, numbneas 
in various parte of the body, tumors 
on ‘the tongue, and dimness of sight.

A 2,200-MILE RIDE IN THE SKY TO 
BEHRING SOUND. 


MIX Doys and Six Nighta-Andree’s Novel 


Airship Will be Operated on the New 
Fian Which Other Acronauts Indore. 


S. A. Andree, the distinguished 
Swedish civil engineer and scientific 
aeronaut, will start next year on a 
balloon journey to the North Pole, under 
the auspices of the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Science and with the finan- 
cial support of a number of Swedish 
geutlemen. 

Chimerical as such an undertaking 
seems to be, its projectors believe it 
will be a success, with most important 
results. 

In a lecture before the Royal Swedish 
Academy recently Mr, Andree outlined 
bis plans, He declared that the science 
of batloon construction and of steering 
a balloon during the last four years has 
advanced so tar as almost to solve the 
practicability of acrial navigation 

His plan is to establish headquarters 
at the Norwegian Islands on the vorth 
wWost coust of Spitzbergen Here a 
house or shed of sufliciont size to cover 
a balloon of 22 metres, or 72.6 feet, in 
diameter when filled with gas, will be 
erected, and from this point the balloon 
journey to the North Polo will com 
mence, The grvatest experts in the 
world on balloon construction and aerial

PLAYFUL ELECTRICITY. 


| Some of the Vranks to be Observeit om m

The motorman of an electric ear 
dousn't need to be vers -d in phovsies te 
wet practical illustrations of the laws 
that govern the workilgs of the subtle 

_ electric fnid. Any young seud «nt could 
readily expliin how, why and when the 
motorman or conductor of an electric 
street car inighr expect to receive « 
sharp reminder of the fact that be was 
only partially curbing a great and in 
visible power. 

The rope by means of whieh the con 
ductor swings the trolley from the front 
to the back of the car at the end of each 
trip pavses vertically down into the back 
of the ear, where it can be lianidily 
reached, Itis a well known fact that 
the water which runs off the trolley 
wheel and down the rope is heavily 
charged with electricity As it drips 
steadily on the floor of the car the wood 
work of the latter becomes gradually 
saturated and a web battery ts former, 
the circuit being complete from motor to 
trolley down the rope to the car Stand 
ing ou the wet plattorm the conductor 
liimself may and often does, become 
slightly charged. This is ilustrated tu 
a mild woy ond occasionally quite 
xtrongily The conductor in makiug 
change will give the passenger a little 
tinge and when a car has been out in 
the rain for some hours, the passenger's 
arm has been seen to jerk sharply back 
in tnking the coin from the conductor, 


just as the students hand is shocked 
when try tt to remove the coin trom 
a vessel of electrically charged 
water 

So charged do electric cars become 
oveasionally, particularly when the 
wood is very dry and open, so that 
the water collects rapidly, that they 
have to be housed until the water 
can be drawn off and insulation re- 
stored 


There is no danger whatever in these 
shocks; they are slight, and will at 
most remind the passeuger of his school 
boy days It sometimes takes two or 
three bours fora carto drain off the

Searcely one child out of five survives 
and grows up, aud itis not uncommon 
in winter for both child and mother to be 
frozen to death, 

In hunting expeditions the women 
carry the burdens and do the other hard 
work ; in whaling they cut ap the blub- 
ber, dragit to the settlement with the 
aid of dogs and stow itdown in caches, 
ond in the daily routine of life the hard 
work is practically ail theirs, 

They are devoted to their children, in 
fact foall children, never scolding or 
punishing then, and ifa woman sees a 
child in trouble sie will go at once to its 
relief, Children who do live ure care- 
fully reared and devotedly cared for. 

In vase of a shortage of food supply of 
the settlement the women aro the first 
to be turned out to die, and «they accept 
their lot without complaint, willingly 
leaving to their husbands and children 
whatever chances of living there may be 
in the smal. allowance of tood at hand.

THEIR ORIGIN ACC DENTAL 


How Some of the Greatest Mechantoal 
Ideas Were Stumbied Across, 

It is curious the way that some of our 
most useful appliances were invented or 
discovered, says Locomotive Engineer- 
ing. Wo are told that some Venetian 
mariners built a fire on a beach, whero 
there was saud mixed wilfi.soda, and 
that they were surprised to tind that the 
sand pelted and tormed yg. transparent 
composition. Some reflecting man was 
in the party, and by this accidental 
melting of the sand, discovered how to 
make glass, Years after this, the child- 
ren belonging to a Dutch spectacle- 
maker were playing with the glasses 
which their father used, and they made 
the discovery that, by putting one qliss 
in front of the other, they could make 
the steeple of a neighboring church ap- 
pear néarer, Their futher had sharpuess 
enough to use this accidental discovery 
in making the first telescope, 

A LAZY BOY'S IDEA. 

Most engineers are familiar with the 
story of how the steam engine was first 
made automatic, In the early rude 
forms of thu Newoommen engine, a boy 
was employed to open and shut the 
cocks which admitted steam and the con- 
densing water, A boy named Hum- 
phrey Potter, who was engaged on this 


work, was anxious to play, and the 
movement of the engine gave him very 
little opportunity. To increase his
